WHE WATERWORKS BILL. 
: ee ag 
At yesterday's meeting of the Legislative 
Council the Bill entitled “ An Ordinance to’ 
repeal The Waterworks Consolidation Or- 
dinance, rg02, and to provide for and 
regulate the Supply of Water in the Colony 
of Hongkong and for the Maintenance and 
Repair of the Works in connection therewith,” 
was introduced for the first reading, ‘The 


unusual procedure was adopted of offering 


remarks on the introduction of the Bill, a 
course which the President ruled as quite in 
order. H. E. Major-General Sir W. J. Gas- 
coigne, who took leave to comment on the 
Bill, concluded his lengthy remarks by mov- 
ing a resolution that it be not read a 
first time, and the Hon, Shewan, in his 
usual,terse but piquant. style, seconded the 
motion, which was, of ‘course, negatived and 
the first reading of the Bill proceeded: with. 
tis not our purpose to discuss the merits of 
the weasure introduced, On the one hand it 
is ‘contended that the Bill is ‘aimed at 
nullifying all the benefits which the Water: 
works Gonsolidation Ordinance of 1yo2, 
framed and passed during the administration 
of Government by, H.E. Major-General Gas- 
coigne, as Acting Governor, intended for the 
prevention of waste-of water in Chinese tene- 
ments, We certainly sympathise with: Major- 
General Gascoigne's’ position in seeing an 
Ordinance which he succeeded in adding to 
the Statute. Book of the Colony, at the re- 
commendation of Mr, Osbert Chadwick with 
the support of the Council during his admini- 
stration, superceded by one which, in, his 
opinion, does not provide the check against 
waste which the Ordinance of last year 
secured. Lf the present Bill fails in this 
most essential respect the attitude taken up 
by Major-General Gascoigne is certainly one 
which must command both the admiration 
and the gratitude of the Colony ; but the 
Colonial Secretary, in speaking on the 
amendment proposed by H. Ei. the Officer 
Commanding the lorces, said that the 
measure had been entirely misapprehended, 
and they might take it that the rider main 
system, which it is proposed to be introduced, 
can be equally well adapted to the preven- 
tion of waste, The Hon, May, 
brief sentences, proceeded to describe the 
system, and said it is a system of huge 
meters for one block of buildings instead 
of separate meters for separate houses. 
The principle of the Bill, we are 
told, was carefully considered, adopted 
and endorsed both by Mr. Chadwick and 
Prof. Simpson who were here at the time. 
In view of this explanation we are ‘satisfied 
that the principle of the dralt Jaw has no 


.| objectionable feature of any kind, but em- 


bodies essentially .all-'the most important 
particulars of the old Ordinance which it 
repeals. It is in regard to the remarks of the 
hon. member for the Chamber of Commerce 
that we wish to call attention.

1 Clerk, been carried out, and if nat, why not? 

The Colonial Secretary:—The answer to 
the hon. member's question is as follows :— 
The whole of the staff recommended by the 
Commission which inquired into the Public 
Works Department has been appointed with 
the exception of one assistant engineer for 
maintenance work and one overseer for roads 
inside the City. The increase of the staff re- 
commended by the Commission was based on 
the assumption that asum_of nearly $800,090 
would be spent annually on public works 
extraordinary. With the large expenditure on 
water-works, part of which are being carried 
out by a private firm, jt is not contemplated 

that the Colony will be able to spend so much 
as was contemplated for public works exclusive 
of water-works, Therefore a smaller staff than 
what was recommended appears sufficient. 
a “VICTORIA DAY,” 

The Attorney General moved the first 
reading of a Bill entit'ed An Ordinance to set 
apart a holiday to be known as “Victoria Day” 
in loving remembrance of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Inte Queen Victoria, 

The Colonial Secretary sec.nded, and the 
Bill was read a first time, : 

"SERVANTS AND INTRUDERS, 

The Attorvey General nioved the tiest

The objects and rea ons” for the bill state: 

To check the growth ofthe habitat resen 
lurgely indulged in by eryants of introduces wy 
into the quarters, provided for whem by ther 
masters, olltside coolies and others who in inost 
cases pass the night there, The result is that 
these servants’ quarters are frequently over. 
crowded at night to anextent which renders’ 
the occupier of the premises liable to be 4 roge- 
cuted. This Ordinance makes it a punishable 
offence for outside coolies and other persons 
not in the employ of the occupier of premises to 
occupy, without his permission, quarters which 
he has provided for his own servants only,

THE WATER SUPPLY, 

The Attorney General moved the first 
reading of.a -Bill entitled An Ordinance to 
repeal The Waterwork: “ «:xolidation Ordin- 
ance, 1902, and to prove wwe and regulate the 
Supply of Water in the Colony of longkong 
and for the Maintenance and Repair of the 
Works in connection therewith. 5 i 

The ‘objects and reasons" state: 

The Waterworks Consolidation Ordinarice 
(No. 29 of 1902). which provided for the dis- 
connection of all services to tenement houses, 
except in special cases, and the supply of such 
premises with water from public fountains 
placed in the streets and lanes, did not meet 
with the approval of the Secretary of State tor 
the Colonces and instructions were received to 
modify its provisions in such a way as'to enable 
the services to be retained whilst facilitics were 
to be afforded for controlling the supply of 
water in case of need, This has been done by 
providing in the present Bill for the supply of 
practically the whole ofthe Chinese portion of 
the city through “ridermairs.” These-are 
subsidiary mains, to which’ all the services to 
the houses near which they are laid will be 
connected, and, as they can be shut off by 
means of valves from the principal maina,-the 
supply of water to the houses cin be restricted 
to any extent considered necessary without 
shutting offthe water from the city generally 
as has to bedone at present, The powers of 
restriction are vested in the Water Authority, 
subject-to the general control of the Governor. 
in-Council The areas withia which the © rider- 
main” system is to be applied are to be defined 
by the Governor-in-Council and, when an ‘rea 
has. been so defined, all services to leneménts 
within it will be disconnected from the principal 
mains and connected to the “rider-mains" as 
they are laid, unless the Governor-in-Council 
expressly allows any tenement to retain ils sere 
vice connected with the former, Thisisn ces- 
sary to : rovide for premises in which any trade 
may be carried on, for which a co stant 
supply of water may be practically essential, or 
which, for other reasons, it may be considered 
desirable to exempt from the “rider-main” 
sysiem. The cost of constructiog the “rider- 
mains” and making te necessary allerations 
in the services will be. charged against the 
owners of the various tenements within the 
areas defin'd by the Governor-in-Council 
Ouiside the areas defined by the Governor-in- 
Council andin all casea of exemp:jon wuhin 
these areas, all services are to be provided with 
meters This is merely an extension: of the 
system which has been in force outside the 
City of Victoria for a number ‘of years. past, 
In the Hill District and in Kow!oon allsupplies 
through services to private premises are} at 
Present metered. In the case of-,metcred 
supplies an allowance of water in proportion to 
the rateable value of the premises will be given 
in respect of the water rate, which is included 
in the general rates, but all water wed over 
and above that allowance will be charged: for 
as “excess consumption.” This, it ls hoped, 
will conduce to the prevention of waste, which 
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was algo in that which it is intended to replace. 
In periods of scarcity of water, the intermit- 
tent system of supply will be put in force in the 
“rider-main” districts only and, as it will be 
possible to afford every tenement a supply 
within a very brief period, it is believed that 
the necessary economy in the consumption 
will be effected without extending the system 
tathe City generally. This will enable the oc- 
cupiers of premises which are snpplied by 
meter to ehjoy a constant supply of water and 
itwill also provide means for dealing with out- 
breaks of fire, as all the principal mains will be 
constantly charged with water, Until the 
“rider-mains” have heen applied to a consider- 
able postion of the City, it may be necessary to 
revert to the universal application of the inter 
milteat system as hisherta, but it is hoped that, 
with their application over an extended aren, 
this will become unnecessary, 

The Colonial Secretary seconded. : 

H. E, Major-General Gascoigne inquired 
whether the Will had. been submitted to Mr. 
Chadwick, 2 

H. E. the Govenor said he did not know, 
and observed that such a course was ‘uaneces- 
sary. 

H. E, Major Gascoigne thought it was his 
duty to point out Some of the remarks made to 
him by Mr. Chadwick just after the water 
famine ‘of last year, 

The Colonial Secretary and the Attorney 
General rose toa point of order.’ 

HE. ruled that the hon, member was in 
order. ; 

‘Major Gascoigne, continuing, said that H, E. 
was abse. t from the Colony at the time, and he 
(Major G..ocuigne) had the honour to adminis 
ter the Government during the period of an- 
siety consequent upon the drought, The water 
question wus looked into early in February so 
they were not caught napping in that respect, 
but the drought continued until about the first 
week in May, ‘The Council gave him a free 
hand and assisted him in every possible way 
with their advice in Council, and,he was proud 
tosay the public in Hongkong ‘showed greal 
loyalty and forbearance when the terrible 
burden was placed upon them, The reservoirs 
were almost dry, but rain fortunately came, and 
by the dispensation of Providence they were 
spared a very serious calamity. Mr. Chadwick 
was with him nearly the whole time and when 
the famine. was over told him that he (the hon. 
member) had the opportunity of his life as 
when he (Mr. Chadwick) came to the. Colony 
years ago and made the reservoirs there 
was at Uhat time an officer “administering 
the Government; and it proposed that the 
waler should be cut off from Chinese tene: 
ment. houses, to prevent waste. The matter 
then met with an’ enormous amount of 
opposit on, and Mr, Chadwick “felt that to 
throw upon an acting Governor, who was not the 
same thing as areal Governor, the respansibi- 
lity of an unpopular measure, when it was not 
perhaps absolutely necessary, was a hard thing, 
and therefore he recommended the Acting: 
Governor of that day not to stave the matter. 
Mr, Chadwick said to him, “You have had 
this famine, everybody has suffered from it 
and everybady 00s anly been on post as it 
were. Now is your ume to strike and to make 
an ordinance to prevent waste. As long as 
you do not positively: prevent the waste of 
water that goes on you will never have 
sufficient even theugh you make Hongkong 
one vast reservoirs but I tell you if you can 
check the waste that goes on in the Chinc-e 
houses you will have sufficient water in 
ordinary seasons even without any fiesh re 
servoirs.” The hon, member said he was very 
much impressed by those remarks and met the 
Council, The matter was thrashed out in com- 
mittee meetings and an Ordinance ws even: 
tually pas: ed that was now to be repealed, He 
personally fell proud of the very insigaificant 
re he took in the matter, and thought they 
had accomplished a work which would be of 
vast benefit to Hongkong. He was asware that 
the Secretary of State did not approve of ‘the 
Bill as originally pased, and respectfully sub- 
mitted that the unswer should ba; ‘There is 
no other way to prevent waste. Asie Vir, Chad: 
wick, the expert, that you, yourself, sent outs 
ask him his opinion,” “and,” concluded the 
hon, member, "I shall be prepared myself to 
abide by the reply, If fam to move a resolution 
I move that the Bill be not read a first time.” 

Han, Shewan rose, 

H. E. the Governor pointed out that before « 
the discussion went any ‘further observations 
should properly be made on the second read- 
ing of the Bill, which was really not before the 
Council uniil ithad been read a fitstytime. [+ 
was not at present Before the Counelf, and if it 
was not reac a first.time hon, members would 
not know what was its drift and meaning, 

Hon, Shewan explained that he wauld will- 
ingly give way, but he would not be present at 
the next meeting, and therefore asked the indul- 
gence of the Council. He quite agreed with 
the remarks of Major Gascoigne, and abserved 
that the Bill as originally passed was very care- 
fully: considered, discussed and thrashed out. 
Why should they be asked to give way to the 
ery of a few Chinese agitators who, after all,

Asto 
the Hon, Shewan'’s suggestivn that the Colony 
should go to the expense of first introducing 
the stree: fountain system, he said it would cost 
a great deal ‘of money and then perhaps the

The Attorney General hoped the Council

said on their behalf, 1t was one of the most

The Dock Company have 
thoroughly efficient staff with the best ap- 
pliances and there is constant work, while a 
Naval Dockyard must have an expensive 
establishment always at full strength while it is 
improbable that the work vequired for the 
Fleet on the China Station will ep. the Dock 
fully occupied all the year round, The annual 
expenditure involved is very considerable and 
I would urge upon the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty the advisability of sending 
out a Commission to inquire on the spot into 
the important questions involved.

COMMEMORATIVE SERVICE VP THE B.C. 
‘CATHEDRAL, 

At the Roman Catholic Cathedral at Glenealy 
on ‘Tuesday, the commemoritive service for 
flis iate Holiness Pope Leo Xt, was held in 
the presence of a very large congregation, 
Among those present were Commodore and 
Mrg. Robinson, Colanel Lambkin, of the Aimy 
Medical Corps, Capt. ant Mrs, Radcliffe, Capt, 
Hritten of the Bou.sb -y Infanisy, aud tivo Bri- 
lish officers of the Royal Arullery. . The con- 
silar body was also well ‘represented. There 
wele -p.esest Chevalier Volpicellt, consul tor 
Austaa and Itwly, and Madame Volpicelli; 
Corselheivo ALG Romaro (Consal-General 
for Portu,al and Brazii) and Madame Romina; 
Mr R. Po Marty, consul for Spaing Mr Hare 
nann, Belgian Consul; Mr E. Muelle, co-sul 


for Peru; and Mr. Bouchd, chancetlier of the 


German — Consulate-General. The  Consul- 
General for France was nol able to be pre- 
sent owing to the departure of the Franch mail 
for Europe thatday and to the illness of his 
chancellicr. Itwas the wosh of the Consulir 
Uody to send wreaths ; but asil was understood 
that the modesty and simpbeity of the late 
Pope’s life might be better interpreted if 
nothing havingthe semblance of any astentae 
tion was shown in the relisions service of this 
morning, the only wreaths rece.ved were those 
from the Apostleship of Prayer of Hongkong 
teprese ited by the juvenile members of the 
Cath lic Uni-n. The four wreaths sent by the 
Society were suspendedagainstthe niin pillars 
othe Church. Representalives of the Army 
alid Navy occupied seats specially reserved for 
them oa the epistle side of the aisle, andthe 
consular representatives were accommodated 
in special seats on the gospel s.de, behind 
wham sat.the members of the Apostleship of 
Prayer, The Services were well represented 
by men from HLM.S. Vengeance and Sirins in 
port, and men of the rst Battalion sherwood 
Foresters, as well us representatives of the 
Indian reysiment. The clerical community had 
some fifty members present, nineteen priests 
being of the hialian Apostolic Mission of South 
China, There were four Dominicans of the 
Spanish Procuration, twenty-two Fathe:s of the 
wo branches ofthe Mission Etrangeres—the 
Sani orium and the Nazareth—and three ofthe 
Procuretr. The Sisters of the Ltatian Convent 
occupied pews in the aisle together with the 
boarders and orpban girls who were dressed 


in their un form of white and — suitbly 
veiled in black tulle. The boarders and 
orphans—both Europeans and Chinese—of 


the Asile de !a Ste Enfance were accompanied 
by the French Sisters. ‘The Br. thers of

in the sombre black. In the broad central space 
inthe aisle was erected the Castrune Dolores, 
above which a device ofa crown suspended from 
the ceiling of the dome had attached heavy 
black drapery fringed with white, and tled 
up at their ends to the four central pillars.

PRESENTATION OF WAR. 
‘MEDALS - 
o> — 
TO SHERWOOD FORESTERS, 


When the tst Battalion Sherwood Foresters 
swung out of barracks into Queen's Road Cen- 
tral on Saturday afternoon, and tamped along 
to the New Parade Ground, it was not long ere 
they were joined by a large gathering of civi- 
lians bent on secing Major-General Sir W. J, 
Gascoigne, K.C.M.G, present the South African 
war me ial‘o members of the regiment, The day 


even al five o'clock in the afternoon, the cere- 
mony was a brilliint success and thoroughly 
enjoyed by all present. Lieut.-Col, H. Wylly, 
C.B, wis in command and: Major L. Gordon 
Cumming second in command, Fifteen mi- 
nutes to the hour at which the function was 
timed ta commence, the 326 men were drawn 
up into three sides ofa square, with the colours 
in the centre opposite the saluting base. Major- 
General Gascoigne arrived at five o'clock 
with Major A. B, Hamilton, DAAG. Chief 
Staff Officer, and Major the Hon, H. W. Tre- 
fusis, 4.0.c. There were also present the officers 
of the Headquarter Staff, who were on parade, 
Lady Gascoigne and Mrs. Wylly, Sir W. Mi 
Goodman (Chief Justice), Hon. F. H. May, 
c.M.G. (Colonial Secretary), Mr. Justice Wise 
(Puisig judge), and Bishop Hoare, 
Major-General Gascoigne said; Colonel 
Wylly and all ranks of the Sherwood:Foresters, 
believe me it is a great honour to me to have 
besn asked to present to you to-day the South 
Afcican medals. Wein Hongkong here per- 
fectly remember the breathless interest with 
which we watched the progress of our arms in 
South Africa, beginning from thedark days of 
December nearly four years ago, and passing 
on to the gradually but ail too slowly brighten- 
ing days that followed, culminating in a fight 
to a finish and resulting in a peace which 1 
believe will be permanent and lasting and 
which was honourable to both sides concerned. 
The South African War was unique of its kind 
—first of all, unique in the great natural diffi- 
culties which our arms had to overcome, and 
next, but above all, unique in the fact that the 
South African War woke us up for the first 
time to recognise the enormous latent solidarit 
of our glorious Empire. The Colonies, wit! 
one accord, camé forward to help the Mother 
Country ina way which the Mother Country 
will never forget. tt has cemented for ever 
the bonds of union between us, Side by side 
withthe Colonial and Regular, troops fought 
Yeomanry, Militia, Volunteers, and a number 
of those raised upon the spat, composed of 
men ‘ho had up to that time been civilians, 
but «lio.came forward in the hour of stress 
aud «slunteered their services. So the war in 
S$. ..

‘DIGEST OF SERVICES. . 
The following particulars ofthe corps were 
handed to the representatives of the Press late 
on Saturday afternoon :— ! : : 
The battalion landed at East London on the 
r5th December, 1899, and proceeded by rail 
to Sterkstroom to join the 3rd Division under 
General Gatacre. Took part in many reconnais- 
sance round Stormberg ;intheactionof Bethulie 
Bridge, where Lieut. Popham earned his D.S.0. 
by extracting the wires from dynamite charges 
on the road bridge, On the 29th April, 1900 
the battalion joined the arst Brigade under 
- Brigadier General Bruce Hamilton and formed 
part of.the Eastern Column of the General 
Advance under General Ian Hamilton, Pre- 
sent at the actions of Welkom, Zand River, 
Johannesburg and Diamond Hill; also at the 
occupation of Winburg, Kroonstradt, Lindley, 
Joha: nesburg and Pretoria. In the Diamond 
Hill action the battalion sustained the following 
cas"alties: 3men were killedand 2 officers and 
21 men wounded. The following Army Order 
published by the Commander-in-Chief was re- 
corded; The column under Lieut General [an 
Hamilton marched 400 miles in 45 days includ- 
ing to days halt; it was engaged with the enemy 
28 times.” General Smith-Dorrien wired as 
follows; “General Ian Hamilton spoke most 
highly of behaviour of the old battalion in act- 
ions of 11th and rath. [warmly congratulate 
you all and hope wounded are doing well.” 
The column after re-entering Pretoria was 
immediately. ordered to trek South across the 
Vaal in the direction of Bethlehem and when 
near the latter place the battalion joined the 
Force under Colonel Broadwood in the 
chase afer “De Wet", who broke through 
the cordon which ‘resulted in the  sur- 
render of “ Prinsloo" at Wittebergen, Joining 
General Fitzroy Hart's force the battalion 
still continued in the chase until the enemy 
slipped through Oliphants Nek. From this 
period (August 1900) to the following March 
the battalion oon various posts on the 
Tohannesburg-K lerksdorp Line. In April, 1901, 
joined force under Colonel Dixon for opera- 
tions in the Western Transvaal; on 29th May 
took part in action of Viakfontein, where the 
battalion recovered two guns taken by the 
enemy in the early stages of the fight. Casu- 
alities were 18 men killed and 4 officers and 60 
men wounded. On the 30th September, 1901, 
(the column in the meantime having been taken 
over by Colonel Kekewich) it took part in the 
night attack at Moedwill by the Boers under 
General, Delarey losing 1 officer and 18 men 
killed and died of wounds and 3 officers and 31 
smen wounded, The following is Colonel Keke- 
wich's report on the action: “ All ranks of the 
battalion behaved splendidly. and 1 cannot 
speak too highly of their gallantry and good 
‘work under exceptionally ifficult and trying 
circumstances.” Viscount Kitchener of Khar- 
toum in a speech at Welbeck last August said: 
“You «ill be interested, I am sure, also to 
know that the Yeomanry of the neighbour- 
hood did excellent service, and that your 
territorial Regiment, the Sherwood Fores- 
ters, have always distinguished themselves in 
a most marked manner during the war. The 
were one of the battalions that [most trusted, 
and on numerous occasions which you could 
perbaps remember when they were under 
Colone!

A DAY AT HONGKONG. 


Once again, after days of fonely voyasing 
through ble ocean solitudes, tle faint shapes of 
distant hillsappear one fresh breezy morning ; 
and you goon deck to. find the ship steam'ng 
between high xrecn-clad islands towards a 
medley of mou t.ins beyo'd, The air is cris 
and exhilarating. The sea ‘is dotted wit 
brown-sailed junks. Linesof white surf are 
breaking ‘on the island sheres, The atmos: 
+ phere has something of ihe clearness alter-rain, 
and the sky has deepened to a tenderer hue 
than the pitiless steel-blue jou have prown so 
weary of. Even in May, the approach to 
Hongkong on a fine morn ny brings back 
memories of summer seas in northern latitudes, 
and makes you forget fora space th it you are 
still in the tropics. Youu feel, asa light wind 
. fans your cheek, and ‘you watch ‘he junks 
labouring over the dancing waves, that at last 
you are entering a zone where it is possible to 
make holiday. Gone is the langourous siill- 
ness of Pénang, the oily sea of the Strats the 
clammy ‘encrvating heat ofSingapore. ere, 
where the hills proffer an earnest of cooliess, 
life agin becomes liveatle; and you are 
moved to envy the forty ale peop’e o Hung. 
kong, who dwell aiid such aa environment, 
and do not know when they are well off, 

If you happen to be revisiting + ongkong 
after a prolonyed absence, you stare, as 
the vessel skirts the long steep slopes that lead 
upward to the Peak, to see how the place has 
grown in the last few yous, Your eye lights 
ona little building clinging to the edge of a 
spur high abuve you, where you were won! to 
sit ofa morning and look down upon yreen 
valleys without a single habitation, Now you 
see new roads hewr tn the mountain side, and 
new houses planted alsout, and signs of expan- 
‘sion everywhere. It is the same when you 
traverse the narrow channel between Green 
Island and Victoiia, and enter the beautiful 
harbour. The hand of the builder is visible all 
along the shore and the lower slopes. And as 
you turn towards the mainland, and mark the 
long rugged line of the heights belvind Kow- 
loon, you remember that years ago the authori- 
ties used to discuss whether those high ridges 
might really be-made a menace against the 
colony. Now they have bern leased to Great 
Britain, and with them a great tract of land has 

assed intoour possession, fhe cu rous thing 
is that, unless one’s recolletion is gravely at 
fault, it'was the miliary experts who used to 
clamour foran extension ofthe Kowloon fron- 
tier, and to talk of furts upo hill-tops; but 
nothing seems to have bren done to strengthen 
the defences of the colony in that direction. 
Perhaps it is now considered unnecessary to 
do so, yet the former chiefsof the gurrison did 
Not appear to think so ; :

The smart launches of Hongkong are 
famous all over the East, Even the hotels 
possess their-own, a spe~'cs of enterprise 
impossible in India owing to the customs 
regulations, Presently, when we are safely 
moored, and have watched for a space the 
junks passing to and fro, and the long lines of 
shipping that throng’ the waters of Hongkong, 
a friend.comes offin a trim launch and swiftly 
conveys us ashore, The hospitable portals ot 
the. palatial Hongkong ‘Club are always wide 
ajar for the pissing stranger,and in ten minutes 
we are made free of its precincts, Thereisa 
certain sponianeity and promptitude about the 
hospitality of the Far East that never fails to 
strike the stranger farniliar‘with the formality 
~ and the compar itive aloofness of “India, The 
Hongkong Club is a splendid structure, and 
contains, among otber attractions, a libraty 
with many thousands of volumes, and a read- 
ing room with more newspapers and magazines 
than the present writer his ever before seen 
collected under one roof east of Siiez> | 
These little runs on shore form an agreeable 
break to the monotony ‘of s long sea voyage. 
Your s'eamer runs with the punctuality ofan 
express train. Days before, you are informed 
that at such an hour, on such a day, you will 
arrive at a certain: place; and prompt to the 
minute~—ifthe sea is as propitious as it hasbeen 
to us—the vessel glides alongside the wharf. 
You land, and with the sid of paticnt bank 
‘clerks wrestle with the knotted intricacies of 
the local currency. You do-a little shopping, 
you buy a few photographs and 4 curio or two, 
ou scribble anote toafiend—in fact, you 
ehave precisely as the Compleat Globetrotter 
does in every port of call the wide world over. 
If you are in this plpasantisland of Hongkong, 
you stare a little ‘at the Chinese swarming in 
he streets, you scurry ‘about. in. rickshaws 
drawn by aleitcoolies, you seat yourselfin a 
chair slyng'on a pole, and are carried to take 
tea with 4 friend, you'stroll tothe funicular 
tailway'and climb the Peak to look once‘nore 
upon the magnificent vlaw’ of the harbout at 
sunset, And-then, as night closes in, youre: 
sur once: more ‘to the Clubs and though you 
areten thousand miles from: homa, {t aT be 
odd If you do 90% chanics to spy amid the met

there some well remembered. friend whom-you 
fancied was far away in England. fe ag 

Tatk'in.the twilightomthe verandab inevit- 
ably diifis round, iashe und, to local politics, 
But first you snust listen to the equatly inevits 
able explanation that you have strack Hony- 
kong, on a phenomanally cook day It isa 
tale thit-you have heard in every port; but 
this time you ‘o not smile incredulously, for 
after Singapore you think Hongkong -'n 
refreshing paradise, Bur your friends point 
up ‘to tha Peak, towering. above you, and 
declare that while forten days the city at the 
water's edge has been a Turkish bath, the 
summitof the mountain has been shrouded in 
a thick and uncomfonable mist; and they show 
you theclouds patherng to envelop it again, 
You preach contentment to them, and think 
how the great cities of India would rejoice iy 
in ten minutes they could reach an altitude of 
eighteen hundred feet, with a difference of 
several degrees in temperature. Itislike-being 
able to go from Bombiy to- Matheran to dine 
and ‘sleep, in half the time that it takes to 
reach Malabar Hill from the. Fort. Then you 
hear tales of the honors of the famine’ now 
deevastaling the province of Kwangsi and horrid 
whispers of places where huinan flesh, first de- 
voured in sheer despsit, has not.bren forsaken 
when rice has become available, Then there 
is the ever-present plague to be told of, and 
how Hangkong, aterenduring the pesgilence 
intermittently for ten years, has just passed 
theough the worst epidemic it his yet known. 
In spite of their longer experience, they are 
only now learning in Hogkong what was 
re. lised in India twoor three yeurs ago, that 
ina great Asiatic cily plague operations can 
only be palliative, and that rigorous preventive 
measures undertaken at heavy costare r-inous 
in their financial ¢ffect, productive of discont- 
ent too serious to be faced, and gravely imper- 
fect in their results. Tlere is talk in some 
quarters of large schemes for rebuilding 
insanitary quarters, anda little de-truction has 
already been’ accomplished ; but toa mere bird 
of passige it seemed hard to discern where 
the money was to came from. The preventian 


of plague remains an insoluble problem; the | 


possibility of its extinction will probably en- 
Kross science fr many a long year to come. 
Meanwhile one of the few certain dicta is that 
there is much virtue in disinfection. 

Afterwards, you heer of the land revenue 
questions coining up fonsettlement in the New 
‘Lerritory, Away around the Kowloon Hills 
E+ glishadministraton. are forthe firsttime find- 
ing themsel es in insim.te contact with the land 
system of China, ‘Their experiences sound tike 
echoes af the work ofthe earliest revenue offi- 
ceisin Bumbay and Madras a century ago. Far 
be it from me to attempt to describe an under: 
taking Lhave nat ever scen ; but they seem to 
have comp'ications of their own that Indian 
knows nothing about, The mi:uteness of many 
of the holdings is one of the chief difficulties ; 
in one area'alone, Wo hundred and eighty 
thousand claims to micriscopic patches of land 
are said to have been recorded. Then the 
Chinese have a cheerful habit of owning 
a piece of land in one.place, and another ten. 
miles away, which adds to the muddle} and 
there are certain ‘heads of clans who seem ‘to 
correspond to zemindars, with a difference, and 
manageto make confusions wor:e confounded, 
The only clear fact Lcarried away was that very 
Hittl: sevenuechas been obtained so far; but it is 
au intensely interesting experiment, of an im- 
portance far more than joc, so when chaos 
bas heen reduced todo der perhaps someone 
will tellus all about it, : ; 

F.nally—need it besaid?—we hear yrumbles 
bout there in rents,and vague forebudings of 
the days when the rich Chinese would oust the 

uropeans from the possession ofthe Peak. To 
anyone who knows certain cities of India, the 
forebodings are not vague at all; the hand- 
writing was writ large upon the wall five years 
ago. Then few people in Hongkong would 
listen to the warnings of a casual stianger 
within their gates ; now, it is almosi a relief to 
find that they are growing a litle appre: 
hensive, For the changes then predicted are 
coming to pass. ‘The Chinese are rowing 


| rapidly in wealth and influence, and some of 


them delight to five in large houses and outvie 
the European, They have crept up slowly from 
the burders of the harbour, until they have ac- 
quired many of the houses in. the fine terraces 
immediatly abuve the business city, Soon few 


vof these will remain to the Europeans, and 


then the Chinese will cast longing e,es at the 
fine villas on the cool heights of the Peak. 


‘They have plenty of money, and can outbid 


the Englishman, with his diminishing income, 


his costly trips to Europe, and too often his 


estab.ishment in two countries at once. When 
the Chinesé start to scale the Peak, they will 
go there with a rush; and thus it will come to 
pass hit, serene in their lofty retreats, the 
will look do 1 1.pon the unforeseeing Fnytis 
sweltering o' nights in the city that their fore- 
fathers squandered their lives to create as the 
graves in the Happy Valley bear mate witness, 
[t will be a sight for some Chinese Teiifels- 
drockh to moralise over, as he sits alone with 
the stars. eee 
This is no fancy pictute. Anyone ‘who has 
lived in India, with his eyes open, can see it 
coming in Hongkong Already, one hears, 
the Europeans on sinaller wages—not t’ ose 
born in-the ‘colony, but those who. have 
migrated thither with their wives and families 
are in some instances living in one or two 
rooms in tenements in the midst of Chinese. 
Those with good incomes are finding it in- 
creasingly difficult to ‘get houses in. cool 
localities at reasonable rents; soon, if they do 
not take care, most of them will find them- 
selves shouldered off the Peale altogether, It 
is-all very well for Excellencies and Council 
tors ail People’s Tribunes to deblatterate— 
with one eye on the Colonial Offi.e—fine 
sentiments about impartiality and Imperial 
Miagnanmity and so forth; but one who is not 
ashained to be an Engli.hman first, in this 
matter of decent ‘dwellings .in our. tropical 
possessions thinks first of bis. own kilh'and kin. 
It is all very well for rich bankers and mer- 
chants on the verge of retirement to say, ‘It 
will last our time 5” but they should remember 
also those who will have ‘to come after them. 
Hongkong is a Britishachievemenl. It was a 
desolate island whenGreat Britain acquired it, 
To reserve that portion of the island best suited 
for the residences of Europeans, for their sole 
use, would involve no injustice to the Chinese, 
Haidlya single Chinese'has invaded the Peak 
‘30 far;and 1 have held, ever since J first: saw 
Efangkong, that all fand above a certain 
altitude should for’ purposes of residence—not 
for ownérship of property—be: declared a 
European reservation. The arguments that 


-the Péak is costly to live at; and that there are 


plenty of good ‘dwelling-houses at: Kowloon, 
do not affect the ‘contention that the Peak 
should always be kept clear of Chinese. - Nor, 
it may be urged, does the proposed European 
reservation in the New ‘Territory—which the 
Colonial Office vetoed—modify materially what 


has been hete set. down. A ‘large European. 


quarterin.the New Territory might be dificult 
to defend in an emergency {it would be more 
remote:{rom the ‘business Centres than. the 
“Peak, aid neither so cool nor so healthy,

DOOM OF THE CURRENCY 
nt NOTE, ‘ 
SE en 
PRNNY WISE, POUND FOOLISH. 
: Calcutta, r2th July. 

The Government of India contemplate stop- 
ing by legislation the practice by the public of 
remitting money through the post by means of 
currency notes exceeding five rupees in value. 
They intend to withdraw the privilege whereby 
‘currency noles are not only cashed at theoffice 
of issue but also .at ‘the presidency town in 
which that office is situate, : 

Their view is that while the public remit 
money in currency notesat a trifling cost for 
postage, the Government has to carry bullion 
and pay transport charges to places where 
notes are cashed. : 

The intenio 1s af Government it to introduce 
a systea of treasury transfers which the public 
will be able to take advantage of by payment 
of a nominal fee. . : :

LIFE IN LHASSA. 
pe 
THE MYSTERIOUS THIRETANS, : 

Details ofan interesting journey lately com- 
pleted by M, Zybikoff, a Russian explorer, have 
now been received. “* 

While travellers of various nationalities have 
attempted, without avail, to penetrate to the 
sacred city of Lhassa, M. Zybikoff succeeded 
in reaching that place and residing thers for 
twelve months. [t was owing to the fact that 
he was a Buddhist and familiar with the 
language of Thibet that lie succeeded in enter- 
ing the country asa lama in the summer of 
19:0, by way of the Boumza mountain, where 
Przhevalski was turned back in 1879. 

Of Lhassaitself M. Zybikoff says that it has 
a picturesque location on the southern slope of 
A mountain, with luxurious gardens, The 
Uitchu River passed to the south of thecity, 
through which dykes’ and canals have been 
constructed as a protection against overflows, 

A STREET FOR PENANCES, 

Surrounding the city is a fine broad sireet, 
which serves for religious processions and pen- 
itential exercises. Penitents go the length of 
this street, falling to the ground every five or 
six fect, so that ina day they prostrate them- 
selves about 3,000 times, The city, though 
small, having at most only 10,000 regular 
inhabitants, is an important commercial centre, 
the native traders being all women. 

In the centre of the cityis the. Temple of 
Buddha. Itis about r4oft. square, and is three 
storeys high, with three gilded Chinese toofs, 
It contains the gigantic bronzestatue of Buddha, 
which has a hammered gold jewelled head-: 
dress, in front of which burns 4 sacrificial fire 
fed with melted butter, A number of other 
statues and relics are kept in other chambers 
ofthe same temple, among which is the statue 
of the gocldess of women, to which are offered 
spirits and wheat. The wheat is at once eaten 
by mice. The sacred edifice also contains 
rooms forthe Dalai Lama and his council, 

; CHINA THE CHIEF POWER. | . 
_ Since the 15th century, all power, civil and 
spiritual, has been nominally in the ‘hands of 
the Dalai Lama, but China maintains a 
Manchu resident-and an army. In order to 
avoid strife in selecting a Dalai Lama, the 
electoral courcil places three strips of. paper 
with the names of three boys in an urn, and 
the Manchu resident removes one with a small 
staff, ‘he boy indicated on this piece of 
Paner'-becomes the new Dalai Lama, His 
education is then entr@&ted to a college of 
learned men, and, until, his 22nd year, the 
Governmentis in.the hands of a regent ap- 
pointed by the Emperor of China. ‘The pre- 
sent.Dalai Lama is 27 years old. He is the 
fifth since 186, one of the regents having dis- 
posed of three while children, 

The Dalai Lama's council, in whose hands 
the actual power mainly resides, embraces four 
so-called “Galons,” appointed by the Emperor 
of China, ‘The administration of the country 
is in the hands of a closed aristocracy, and 
bribery and corruption ars nearly universal. 
Among the common penalles are drowning, 
torture, fogging, banishment, and fines, : 

* SMALL UNDISCIPLINED ARMY, 

The Thibetan army consists of 4,000 Poorly 
disciplined men, armed with bows and old- 
fashioned guns. Robbery: flourishes, The 
‘explorer declares that the population is only 
abovt 3,3¢0000, and that it is decreasing 
through disease, particularly smallpox, and on 
account of the large number of celibate priests. 
Foreign residents in Thibet are, Indians from 
Cashmere, Mongolians, and Thibetans from 
Nepal, the ‘latter being skilled artisans, 
varchitects, sculptors, and jewellers. 
~ Almost all the land in Central Thibet be- 
longs to.the Delai Lama. Only high officials 
in Lhassa have hereditary homes, Thibetan 
houses are built of brick and stone, and are 
devoid of chimneys, except in the kitchen, 
The other rooms have holes to let the smoke 
escape, and are-cheerlessly cold. Dried dun 
is the principal fuel. A curious custom vite 
regard to clothing is that the common people 
wear white, the wealthy red, offi ciate yellow, 
and soldiers blue ‘garments of homeiptn, 
Jewele—are‘worn in great abundance by the 
women. . 

FOOD, MORALS, AND PURSUITS. | 

The chief articles’ of diet are barley meal, 
soup, the raw flesh of the yak and of sheep, 
butter, sour milk, and vegetables. Wheat 
spirits sell fora cent a bottle. Men smoke to- 
bacco and priests take snuff. Medicine is in 
small popular favour. ‘ Morals are primitive 
and marriage ties are loose. Both polygamy 
and polyandry are common. =~ 

Agriculture and cattle-ralsing are tho prin- 
cipatemployments. Wheat, barley,’ peas and 
beans, cattle, sheep, yaks, horses, asses, and 
mules are the main products, Yaks and asses 
are used as pack animals, Labour’ is cheap, 
men being paid two or three conts a day, whl 
women usually serve in return for their keep. 
Even a lama receives only to cents fora whole 
aay prayers. . i :

, 4M PORTED SUGAR, 


The rules, published with the notification of 
the Government of India,. dated the 14th 
August, 1902, for the identification of sugar 
chargeable on importation into India with an 
additional or special duty provide that the cer- 
tificates of exporters relating to sugar shipped 
from a port in any country other than the 
United Kingdom shall be attested by the Bri- 
tish Consular Officer at the port in such coun- 
‘try. It has now been brought to notice that 
, sugar is shipped to India from certain ports in 
. Java, and from Penang, Hongkong and Mauri- 
tius, where there isno British Consul ; and the 
Government..of ‘India’ have becn pleased to; 
decide that at the ports mentioned the signa- 
tures of certain specified officinis may be ac- 
cepted by Collectors of Customs in liew of the 
signalure of a Consul, unless the Collector 
considers in any particular case that ‘further 
inquiry should be made. In the case of sugar 
liable to additional or special duty shipped to 
India from other ports at which there is no 
Brilish Consul, te Collectors of Customs 
should exercise the discretion allowed to 
them.—Rangoon Times.

BOUND TO THURSDAY ISLAND. 


A letter has been received by Captain 5. G. 
Green, marine superintendent of the E. and A, 
Company in Sydney, from Cheltenham, Vie 
tr ria, written by a lady who is anxicus to know 
the whereabouts of her brother, Mr. Arch. 
Singleton, who was until recently second, 
officer of the E, and A. steamer Cudirte. 

Miss Singleton writes to the effect that her 
brother and two other young fellows left 
Sydney on March 22 last in a small yacht 
called the Eag/e, bound for ‘Thursday Island. 
According to the letter, these venturesome 
maricers intended ;calling at Townsville or 
Caims (Q.) en route, but since theit departure 
from Sydney. nothing whatever has been 
heard of them; hence the anxiety of the re- 
latives of young Singleton and his crew. 

Bad weather has been experienced along the 
whole of the Australian coast since the Zagile 
took her departure, but Singleton was known 
to bea good navigator, and may have sought 
shelter, or stood away to sea. 

The letter has been forwarded to Captain 
Edie, Superintendent of the Department of 
Navigation, who has notified the Queensland 
shipping authorities, and requested that a 


‘sharp lookout should be kept off the Queens.

THE DEFENCE OF CHINA, 
; des 


A meeting, the like of which has never before 
occurred in ‘San Francisco, took place at the 
Washington-street threatre in Chinatown, San 
Francisco, last month. Nearly 2,020 Chinese 
were wedged into the building. and they. 
listened carefully while a numberof their coun: 
trymen discoursed on the needs of China and 
the methods whereby she could gain her right- 
ful place in the political world, The most sur- 
prising feature of the whole proceeding, how- 
ever, (says the S. F, Call), was the fact that the 
adherents of the Empress Dowager «nd those 
who opposed her sat on the same stage. The. 
oppos tion is largely made up of what is called 
the reform element The former Chinese 
Minister at Washington, and, in fact, most’ 
of the Chinese dignitaries, have frowned 
upon this fac ion, and for this reason the: 
gathering is notable, The speakers ardently 
advocated the spreading of education through- 
out telr native country and the provision of 
ways and means for detence against the. in- 
cursion of foreign powers particularly Russia. 

The principal speaker was Chan Chun Seen, 
late assistant to the Chinese Consul-General 
here and at present occupant of the chair of 
Chinese at the State University. He explained 
that the meeting was for the purpose of 
establishing branches of a great society lately’ 
formed in Shanghai, known as Quock Mun 
Wooi, which, literally translated, means 
“Nation, Men, Society.” A more liberal tran- 
slation would be the Society of Patriots. The 
purpose of this society is the regeneration of 
China. It-has the secret support of the Em: 
peror, but its adherents dare not designate it 
the Empero?s* patty for fear of bringing down. 
upon their heads the wrath of the Empress 
Dowager. 

An appeat was made for practical help in the 
shape of money, which was liberally responded 
to, The editors of the two Chinese daily 
papers, the Chinese World and Chung Sai Yat 
o, acled as financial agents, and were active 
in furthering the purpose of the movement, 


“ "This ia the most decided stand on record 


taken by the Chinese in thls country toward a 
nationalistic movement. Its leaders belicve 
that it will have a wide significance. They 
say that, while it is th: generally accepted 
idea that patriotism has long been sleeping in 
the breast of the Chinese, a few more such 
meetings as that held in June will disabuse 
the world of this notion. 


THE RUSSO-CHINESE BANK. 
——»———_- 
AN IMP)RTANT BRANCH. 


A branch of the great Russo-Chinese Bank 
will be established in this city, states the San 
Francisco Calé of 2istJune. With the progress 
of the gigantic railroad that spans the pro- 
digious breadth of the land of the White Czar 
and (he march of the Russian arms to their 
manifest destiny of .wide dominion on the 
Pacific, the financiers of Russii have kept pace. 
The Russo-Chinese Bank was cstablished ‘by 


-@ great aggregation of capital, equal to many 
“millions of American treasure, for the purpose 


of facilitating commerce between Russia and 
China, The establishment of a branch in San 
Francisco, so says Consul General Paul Kosa- 
kevitch, probably means that the facilitation of 
commerce between Russia and San Francisco 
is in view. f 
The Rueso-Chinese Bank already has a 

branch at Dalny, on Talitnwan Bay, above Port 
Arthur, which is to be the great csmmercial 
port of Russia on the Pacific Ocean. Another 

ranch is at Peking. The Siberian Railway 
forks st Kirin and runs south {hrough Man- 
churia, upon which the mighty Muscovite has 
placed his strong hand, At Fort Aatbur is his 
Ha military station. At Dalny is the first of 
his chain of banks that is alrendy about to take 
in another link in this city, crossing the ocean.

“ VENGEANCE” AND “GOLIATA” 


= Scena 

The recall of the Goliath from the Ching 
Station, and the despatch of the Vengeance in 
her place, raises once more the question as to 
what is wrong with certain ships of the Canopus 
class. The Goliath was completed in’ 1909, 
and h's, therefore, served practically a three- 
- years’ commission; but the Ocean has been in 
commission as long, and if it were a case: of 
“efflux of time, the natural course would be to 
recommission her on her station with a new 
crew,. Weare, therefore, bound to conclude 
that some, at any rate, of this class are not 
satisfactory. The Canopus, also completed in 
1900, is already at home in dockyard hands, 
She is a Portsmouth-built ship, engined by the 
Greenock Foundry, while the Gollath was 
built at Chatham and engined by Penn, Gf the 
other ships of this class, the Ocear: was built at 

| Devonport, and the remaining three by contract. 
*The faults, whatever they may be, however, 
are evidently in the boilers; yet the Vengeance, 
engined by Vickers, is most favourably known 
asa reliable ship. Here are further paradoxes 
for the Boiler Committee to reconcile about 
the behaviour of the Bellevilles. 

That the Goliath is coming home on account 
of defects is further proved by the fact that the 
moment of her recall isa most’ inconvenient 
one forthe Admiralty. The Russelé relieved the 
Canopus in the Mediterranean, andthe Zx- 


mouth is onher way to relieve the Victorious, 
But though the Duggan and Albemarle should 
be available almost immediately, there is no 
ship at present which can take the’ place of the 
Vengeance, While, therefore, the China Squa- 
dron is not strengthened by the change, the 
Mediterranean Fleet will be one battleship be- 
low strength for ‘a shert while—or, two if we 
reckon the Hood, whose lass was. not filled, 
Morcover, the Repulse and Ramilédes are quite 
out of place in our principal fighting fleet, and 
it must be the desire of the Admiralty to re- 
place them as soon as possible. Itis not a 
very serious matter, as the four remaining 
" Duncans" will be -avail:ble almost directly 5 
but it points clearly to the fact that the Canopus 
class have not fulfilledexpectations. The e- 
nown, also, ought to be relieved as Soon as pos- 
sible if the promised  homogenity is to be 
obtained. 

Though the exchange of the Vengeance for 
the Goliath will not strengthen the China 
Squadron, the despatch of the Leviathan will 
do so to an appreciable extent, It is said that 
she will be the flagship of  Rear-Admiral 
Asheton Curzon-Howe, the ‘new second-in- 
command, Her despatch to China appears to 
knock on the head the idea that a fying 
cruiser-squadron is to be formed to visit all 
parts of the Empire, with the object of linking 
up the various squadrons, though the Agag 
Alfred is still available for the purpose, The 
cruiser squadron in Chinese waters, with the 
Leviathan and Cressy at its head, will’ be 
formidable enough for all purposes, for there 
are four fits, two second, and two third-class 
protected cruisers as well—or ten in all—as 
against eleven Russian and four French. With 
the Japanese in our scale; we have nothing to 
fear in the Far East.—Si, James's Gasette,

THE SAD CONDITION OF THE BRITISH 
SHIPPING : TRADE. ote 


At the present moment, when the Zollverein 
with all that it means in the way of damage to 
the carrying trade, is being considered, the 
condition, of British shipping is of special 
interest. There is no doubt that the shipping 
companies are passing through a serious crisis 
due to insufficient freights. a 

It is true that there are only some half-dozen 
vessels lying up -at-the London and India 
Docks, a number which dees not represent any 
serious increase. but, according to the editor 
of the well-known shipping orgdn Fairplay, 
the number of ships lying up is no test of the 
state of trade, and for this reason many, of. the

Um sidence in'China and Japan, and an implicit 
confidence in the judgment of his brother, now 
dend, who for forty-two yeurs was a large “em- 
ployer of labour in Hongkong, and heavily in- 
terested in the commerce of the Orient. 

“ The ordinary objections felt and expressed 

to Chinese labour,” said Prof. Sharp, “are mis- 
taken and fallacious. That the Chinese are 
‘most industrious and make themselves most 
valuable by their work no.ane disputes ; that 
their general admission into this country 
‘would bring down wages is also indisputable if 
they are to be allowed to engage in any and 
every kind of work. But there would be no 
such effect as this if the Chinese were confined 
sto. the field of absolute labour~in the field, 
Jaundry and household and other .carefully 
specified occupations which white people do 
not care for, 

There is aconstant and pressing demand for 
labour in certain lines, which whites, with their 
superior intelligence and higher ambitions do 
‘ot attempt to supply. . Large interests fre- 
quently suffer, and hardship is entailed upon 
whole communities for lack of this common 
labour, and it is here that'the Chinese would 
prove invaluable; The present laws have the 
eect of admitting certain classes of Chinese, 
who establish direct competition with white 
merchants and skilful labour, but exclude the 
working Chinese from a vast and unoccupied 
field in which their efforts could not fail to 
benefit the whole country, 

: HAVE NO_ INFLUENCE, 

It is urged against the Chinese that they send 
their money back to. China, This objection 
does not hold good for the reason that they 
cannot save more than a tenth of theirearnings, 
so that for every dollar sent back to China, cach 
Chinese leaves from $9 !¢ $19 of his coin and 
labour in this country. . Another objection is 
that the Chinese have a vicious moral influence; 
but it is my. observation that their influence, 50 
far as it may extend to the whites of any com- 
munity, is nil, They do not care to mix with 
the whites,, but remain detached, and therefore 
have no influence beyond their own race, 

Foreigners in the Orient at first conceive a 
dislike to the Chinese, chiefly on account of 
their unapproachability and personal habits ; 
but when they come to.know the race, such 
dislike invariably gives way to respect and con- 
fidence. . . 


AMERICAN MONETARY COM- 
MISSTON.

“A cable tothe New York Sn from London, 
dated rgth June. says: “The American monetary 
commission will start .for Paris .o-morrow 
morning.
